11 republicans, 
THE MORRISON BILL.

THE WHISKY BILL WHIPPED, 


An Overwhelming Majority Strikes Oat the Enact« 
ing —iaure. 

Wasuineton, March 27.~—In the house Mr. 
Cox, of New York, asked leaveto report from 
the committee on naval atfairs, the senate 
joint resolution granting permission to en- 
sign L. K. Reynoids to accept the decoration 
of the royat and imperiai order of Francis 
Joseph, but Mr. Cox, of North Carolina, and 
Mr. Brum, of Pennsylvania, objected, The 
morning hour having been dispensed with, 
the house, at 12:15, went into committee of 
the whole, Mr. Dorsheimerin the chair, on 
the bonded extension bili,and Mr. Raudali, 
of Pennsyivauia, rose tospeak in Opposition 
to it. The pending measure was of graver 
consequence than any cogsidered at this ses- 
sion, and if any gentieman supposed that 
only the purties directly interested were 
watching tue progress of the bill, he would 
discover when, perbaps, too late, that he was 
ignorant of the seatiments and wishes of 
the people. Legislation has been in direc- 
tioa of making the manufacture of whisky 
in this couatry a monopoly. He said this 
with no disrespect to the gentlemen engaged 
in tbe production of whisky, but he con- 
sidered this monopoly a dangerous 
factor in public affairs. if he could relieve 
the distillers by the repeal of the tax ia toto, 
1c by a partial repeal, he would doso. What 
he feared from the pending measure was that 
it inteuded to make permanent the internal 
revenue system. He abhborred the system 
end stuod agalustits continuance any longer 
than could be helped, and any act Of legisia- 
tion likely to perpetuate it, he felt it his 
solemn duty to resist. He regarded the bill 
as class Iegisiation. Similar reasous for reuet 
might be urged by any other business, and 1! 
relief were right, and granted 10 any ene 
case, why not in ali? Believing the oul 
wrong in principle, vicious in practice, Gn- 
wise in every respect, he had steadily res sted 
even its discussion. For the reasons given, 
and for mauy others, he was more anxivus to 
reach a vo'e than to discuss the question. 

MR. BLACKBUKN CLOSES FOR WHISKY. 

Mr. Biackvurp, of Kentucky, in making 
the closing argument in support of the bill, 
depreciated any discussion founded on pre- 
judice on the ome hand, oron sympathy on 
the oiher. Heargued that in common jus- 
tice and fairness, congress shouid gract 
the relief asked for.

The gentleman from New 
York, Mr. Hewitt, no doubt spoke from his 
bonest conviction, but he spoxe for hiaself 
alone, and no other man who spoke in sup- 
port of the _ measure held views 
Similar to that. The geatie 
man from Pennsyivania, Randall, had 
said that the course of whisky legislation had 
been in the interest of monopoly, and that he 
opposed it because it was monopoly. He 
(Biackburn) sincerely thanked 
the aid of asearch warrant there was at last 
discovered one monopoly on the c -ntinent of 
which the gentleman was nota champion. 
He*was delighted to find that there 
was one thing which secured the gentleman’s 
Opposition to monopely. Possibly it was 
explained on the ground thacit was not loca- 
ted in the gentieman’s section. Monopoily,in- 
deed. Iftnis bili were rejected, the only 
measure of protection which the distillers 
would secure would be that protection which 
would be found in seeking aid from foreign 
governments which their own refused to ac- 
cede tothem. Hedid not believe that the 
bill went far enough. He did not think that 
any period of limitation should be fixed at 
all. He did not believe in the constitutional 
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power of congress to tax any commodity 
as a measure of consumption.

THE STANDARD DOLLAR, 

The whisky bill being disposed of, there 
was ageneral rush tosecure precedence for 
the consideration of other measureson tae 
calendar as special orders. Mr. Payson, of 
Illinois, called up the bill forthe forfeiture 
of iands granted to aid in the construction of 
railroads in Oregon. Mr. Dowd, of North 
Carolina, that for the retirement of the trade 
dollar, Mr, Reagan the interstate commerce 
bill, Mr. Hunt the shipping bill, 
and all wereantaconized by Mr. Cox, of New 
York, who wished to proceed with 
the business on the speaker's table. Mr. 
Dowd was successful in his effort, and the 
house proceeded to consider the bill called up 
by him. The bill provides that until January 
lst. 1886 trade dollars shall be received at 
their face value in payment of all dues to the 
United States, and shall not be paid out 
again; that the holders of trade dollars may 
receive in exchange thereof, at the office of 
the treasurer or any assistant treasurer of the 
United States, standard dollars; that the trade 
dollars so received shall be transmitted to 
the coinage mints and recoined into standard 
dollars, and that the trade dollars so received 
at the coinage mints shall be regarded as sil- 
ver bullion, and at their bul'ion value shall 
be deducted from the amount of bullion re- 
quired to ba purchased and coined by the act 
of February 23, 1878. After debate and with- 
out action, the house adjourned.

AID TO EDUCATION. 


MR. HAMPTON MAKES A LONG 
SPEECH UPON THE BILL. 


He Disagrees With the Views Expressed by Mr. 
Butier and Argucs That the Southern States 
Stand in Need of National Aidto Edu- 
cation—Views of Other S:nators. 


Wasuinetox, March 27.—In the senate, 
Mr. Miller, of California, reported favorably 
from the committee on naval affairs, with 
amendment, a joint resolution authorizing 
the secretary of the navy to offer a reward of 
$25,000 for rescuing or ascertaining the fate of 
Lieutenant Greely and party. A resoluiion 
was offered by Mr. Mitchell, and agreed to, 
direciing the committee on library to inquire 
into the expediency of printing the official 
letters and papers of the late President James 
Moproe. In offering the resoluiion Mr. 
Mitchell referred to the great historical im- 
portance of the papers. 

The senate read three times and passed the 
billto repay the state of Georgia $22,567 
money ad vanced by said state for the defense 
of her frontiers against Indians from 1775 to 
1818, and not heretofure repaid from this 
amount. »The bill as passed requires that 
there shall be deducted any debt which may 
be due by the state of Georgia to the United 
Siates, the word debt not being intended to 
include any direct tax not assumed by said 
state. This qualification ag to 
the word debt was added on 
motion or Mr. Brown, who said as congress 
had not required any of the other southern 


states to assume the war ‘ax, he did not sup- 
pose it was intended to include anything of 
iLoat sort in the word ‘‘debt’’ iu this bill. If 
the United States should require the southern 
states to pay that, the state of Georgia would 
pay her share of the tax, but this transaction 
should be settled by itself. 

Mr, Morgan said that there was money 
due the state of Alabama from the proceeds 
of pubiic lands, but that state could not get 
it, because the secretary of the treasury held 
it as a credit against the war tax because 
some of his predecessors had done so. The 
rule followed in. that department was that 
of the Stone decision, and once the decssion 
had been come to, there was no way of 
changing it. 

PLUMB WANTS INFORMATION. 

The hour of 2 o'clock arriviog, the chair 
laid before the svuate the education buiil. 
Before taking itup Mr. Piumb offered and 
asked unanimous consent for the considera- 
tion of tne following resolution: 

Resolved, That the secretary of the treasu.- 
ry be directed to advise the senate what of 
the war tax of 1861 is due, and unpaid, from 
what states, or from the citizensof whai states 
due; whether any portious of said tax and if 
so what portion has been paid by withbold- 
ing moneys due to any state or s‘ates, from 
the general geverument, aud whether the 
rule adopted in withholding said momey has 
been appiied alike to ali states. 

Mr. Biair objected to its present considera- 
tion, and the resolution went over under the 
rule, 

THE EDUCATION BILL 

Consideration of the eduvation bill was 
then resamed. Mr. Hampton addressed the 
senate in favor of the bill. 

It was with sincere regret, he said, that he 
found himself unable to agree with his col- 
league, Mr. Batier, in regard to a matter of 
s® much importance to the interests of their 
state as the measure now befere the sena'e. 
He most fully agreed with all that his colleague 
nad said of the pluck and energy of Svuth 
Carolina, of her recuperative power, of 
her earnest efiurts in the cause of education, 
and of the great results which she had 
achieved under the mest disheurtening condi- 
tions. His colleague could utter no expres- 
sions about South Carolina too laudatory to 
tind full echo in his(Hampton’s) heart. No 
one could have a higher appreciation 
than be had of the heroic courage, sublime 
fortitude, silent patience, untliuching ad- 
herence to right, which his state had mani- 
fested during the time when bad men were 
throttling her to death, but she had secured 
her place again where she hed once been, 
among the great sisterhood of free sovereign 
states. Kunewing and appreciating all this, 
he sympathized fully wich the ringing woras 
in which his eolleague had recounted the 
efforts of his state in the cause of education. 
Mr. Hampton proceeded to add to the reci- 
tals of Mr. Butler with respect to 
the educational achievemants* of Soath 
Carolina. He showed that the administration 
of the state government cost $240 000 a year, 
while there was expended for pubiic schools 
and charitable institutions $600,000. He an- 
imadverted with great severity on the carpet- 
beg regime in South Carolina, characterizing 
it as a period when fraud, corruption, vice 
and crime ran riot throughout the siate. 
The pubiic schools of the state, he 
said, cost more than twice as much as the 
administration of the state government, 
and those schools maintained at 
su much cost, were open to all alike, no dis- 
tinction being made on account of race or 
color. Might he not ask what state conid 
make a betier showing than South Carolina 
under difficulties that migat weil have appall- 
ed the most sanguine and courageous. Asan 
instance of tne magnificent municipal! 
achievement, Mr. Hampton cited Charleston, 
which had spenton its schools one third 
more than the prosperous and classical city 
of Boston, and did this wuile pressed down 
Witbha debt of $5,009,000, but after ali this 
was told, and after hearing ail the facis 
which had been so abivy and eloquently 
presented by his distinguished coueague, 
he(Mr. Hampton) had been obliged to come 
to a conciusivun directly the opposite of that 
reached by his colleague, on tue pendiag bill. 
He had no doubt there were 250 000 chiidrea 
of the ages of ten to sixteen in the siate 
requiring education and this could not be 
given to them at lass cust than $5 per capita 
annually. This would involve an expendi- 
ture of $1,250,000, The amount 
thus far spent on schools had been 
$600,000 annually. How was the state to 
raise the increased sum in her present ex- 
hausted condition? Ir the face of all the 
facts, the people of South Carolina were au- 
thorized to ask the aid ofthe general gov- 
ernment in behaif of those whom the gov- 
ernment made citizens, and adopted as iis 
wa) ds. 

Importantas Mr. Hampton deemed this 
matter for the preservation of good govern- 
ment throughout the whole country, he 
would not advocate this or any other meas- 
ure that, in his judgment, violated the con- 
stitution of the United States. Like his col- 
league, he (Hampton) had been trained in 
the school of strict construction, and had 
never ned to look beyond. He could not, 
however, see that the measure under cons.d- 
eration was more open to the objection of 
constitutional grounds than was the measure 
in.roduced at a previous session by his friend 
and colleague, and he did not believe that so 
abie a constitutional lawyer as his colleague 
would introduce or advocate a measure viola- 
tive of the great charter of our liberties. 
When that measure had been introduced, 
Mr. Hampton had feit himseif on safe 
ground in following the lead of his colleague 
in invoking the aid of the federal government 
for purposes of education in his state, Mr. 
Hampton felt compeiled to occupy the same 


d now, fora most careful, serious re- |

fiection had brought him to the concinsion 
that the greatest danger that threatened the 
permanency ef our institations come from 
the frightfal prevalence of illiteracy. Those 
to whom the blessings of education had un- 
fortunately been denied were potent for 
evil, and in Mr. Hampton’s opinion no 
government would discharge its duty to its 
citizens that did not secure them an educa- 
tien. in order that the destinies of this 
grandrepubiicshould be properly directed, 
we Sbould see to it that the ignorant and 
illiterate among our population are prepared 
prvperly to assume the grave responsibilities 
buat rest upon them. If we wouid not be 
recreant to -he great trusts commi:ted to our 
keeping, we should legislate for our children, 
and what legislation is more important for 
their welfare than that which secures to them 
the advantages of oiucation? Animated 
by these sen'iments, Mr. Hampton telt com 
pelled to support the bill before the senate. 
it might not de perfect im its detai's, but he 
apprecitaed the difficuities with which the 
committee bad todeal. It was certainly a 
step in the right direction. Several senators, 
he continued, had twitted the people of the 
south with not having put their own shoni- 
ders to the wheel before calling for aid from 
the federal government. Others had ex- 
pressed a fear that the southern states would 
not honestly app'y the funds. In refutation 
of the first charge, 80 far 
as Somth Carolina was concerned, he would 
refer to the statistics which he had already 
quoted, The other and grave charge he 
deemed unworthy to be noticed by asouthern 
man. He would rely upon the statements of 
northern men, men whvuse words should have 
weight before the senate,to show how un- 
founded the accusation was. Mr. Hampton 
quoted from the reports and addresses of Rev. 
Dr. Mayo, of Bosten, and Hon. J. H. Smart, 
superintendent of public schools of In- 
diana, testifying to the extra- 
ordinary energy and progress shown 
in matters of education in the south, Dr. 
Mayo saying that never within any ten 
yeers in the history of the world had so 
heroicand persistent an eftort been made for 
education as within the past ten years in the 
sou'hern states, and this effort, including in 
its benefitsthe children of both races. Mr. 
Hanipton would not, he said, be drawn into 
an argument about the civil rights 
of the colored people of the south, 
a matter which had been 
referred to by some senators, but he would 
simply read some of the jaws on that subject 
standing on the statute boo«s cf South Caro- 
oling. He then quored from the civil rights 
acts of the state to show that the equality of 
civil rights was accorded to all citzeus, and 
expressed a doubt whether any state in the 
union had such stringent laws for the proiec: 
iion Of the rights of citizens. 
AN ALABAMA VIEW. 

Mr Pagh said he had had no disposition to 
take apy partin the debate on the bill, but 
being a member of the committe on education 
which reported it, be felt that he ought to say 
a word in supportof it. Every person who 
had represented the laboring classes before 
that committee duriug the past few months, 
had represented the pressing necessity of edu- 
cational facilities for their children. The 
southern states had done all they possibiy 
could, and that not being enough, this meas- 
ure cams in simply in aid of their efturis.

Aid from the general govern- 
ment. would endanger their self-supportiog 
faculty, and render them indifferen, to the 
wurk of developing their own Schools. The 
people of the south had listened a long time 
to such teaching, and bad heeded the cry 
that it was wrong and dangerous to accept 
aid from the federal govornment—from the 
common treasury to which they contributed 
meré than their just and equivalent share, 
and that self support and self-reliance would 
bring them out all right in the long 
run. They are now waking tu 
realize thai they badalong run, bui their 
condition was not improved. They saw their 
associates in the common government tuking 
a'l the aid they could get, and exacting tribs 
ute by law from every industry while iaagh- 
ing at the self-denial of the people of the 
south. The southern states did nut ask this 
asa bounty. Mr. Pugn said they had contribu 
ted more than theirshare of the revenue. The 
use to which money was to be put would 
inure largely to the national benefit in 
eradicating an alarming public evil. This was 
a government of the people. Mr. Pugh 
had no fears that the people would permit a 
serious assumption of power which some gen- 
tlemen had deprecated. Our great experi- 
ment of self-government was an established 
success, an the peopie were abuudantly abie 
wo take care of their liberties. Usurpation 
might shew itsell in the designs of political 
parties, but Whenever it was seen by the 
people it would be paralyzed by’ a blow from 
the pallot box, There was no state in the 
union hat would seriously cun- 
sider a proposition to piace its 
public schuois in the hands of 
the general government. Mr. Pugh spoke 
upon the consiitutiuonal objeciiuus tw the 
measure, and could not see chat they were 
well iounded.

‘GEORGIA ON THE TARIFF, 


THE VIEWS OF TWO WELL KNOWN 
MANUFACTURERS. 


Myr. Herring Shows How the Tariff Impedes the 
Development of Cotton Manufacture—The 
Cost of Production Increased— Mr. 
Bioom@eld’s Views Expressed. 


From the New York Herald. 

Te relations of the protective tariff to 
southern prosperity formed the subject of an 
interesting interview had yesterday by a 
Herald reporter with Mr. W. F. Herring, a 
native of Georgia, now resident of this city, 
who has all his life been identified with 
southern coiton man afacturing interests. Mr. 
Herring takes the ground ‘aprotection”’ 
is a serious detriment to mill own- 
ers, and draws a notable dis n between 
the present condition of that region and the 
state of manufacturers in the east when the 
tariff was first imposed on imports. 

Owing to his large experience with mills 
inthe south and inthe sale of sou thern 


~<a 
goods, and also’to the careful study aud 
thought he has given to all matters «ffecting 
southern interests, there is no one in the 
country better qualified tospeak on these 
topics than Mr. Herring. His supervisorship 
of the cotton and woolen miiis of the south 
Atlantic states during the confederacy made 
him familiar with alithe details of their 
operation, giving him aclear insight into 
their condition and needs and the prospects 
that lay before them in the 
near future. The highest evidence of the 
elear understanding that he gained is to be 
found in the fact that immediately on the 
fall of the confederaey he came ‘to the north 
and established, in 1365, an agency for the 
sale of southern cotton goods. He recognized 
that in the altered condition of the country 
a great stimuius wou!d be given to the manu- 
facture of cotton in his section, and believed 
that southern mills could produce yarns and 
heavy cotton goods cheaper than eastern 
mills, and coula find a profitable outlet for 
their products in northern markets. He was 
probably one of the first men in the coun- 
try—north or south—to foresee this, and he 
wasthe very firstto carry his views into 
practical effect, 

The resuit proved the justice of his views, 
as is sufficiently demonstrated by the fact 
that in 1878 both he and his original partner 
were enabled to retire from active busi- 
ness. Since then Mr. Herring has devoted 
himself to the study of economic ques- 
tions, especially such as allect the prosperity 
ofthe south. He went to Europe in 1878, 
and, being deeply interested in the subject, 
mace adetailed investigauon of the cotton 
spinning interest in Eugiand and on the 
continent. Speaking of this trip he re- 
marked: “Il returned home more convinced 
than ever of the superior natural advantages 
of the south over all other regionsfor the 
manufacture of heavy cotton g>vds,”’ 

ADVANTAGES APPRECIATED, 

Having thus added to the experience of an 
active business career the observation and 
study of a long period of leisure, Mr. Herring 
is certainly well qualified to speak regarding 
the interests of the south. Ashe made the 
remark jast quoted regarding the natural ad- 
vanteges of the south for cotton mauufacture, 
the reporter asked him: 

‘Do the southern people generally appreci- 
ate these advantages?”’ 

“They do,” said Mr. Herring. ‘There has 
been a very large increase in the number and 
size of the cotion miilsin the south since 
1878. There area great many places in the 
south where the people are now agitating the 
question of building cotton mills, particular! y 
in North and South Caroiina, Georgia, Tenn- 
essee and Alabama. 1 getagreat many let- 
ters asking my opinion as to the advisability 
f build ing such milis.”’ 

‘‘How do you reply to such inguiries?”’ 

“I cannot auswer your question be'ter than 
by givipg you a copy of a ietter that | wrote 
a few days ago in reply to such a request for 
advice made by a friend to whom was oifered 
some property on the Oconee river, near 
Athens, Ga he place has excellent water 
power and other natural advantages for the 
establishment of cotton milis, and my friend 
wanted my advice as to whether or not he 
ought tovbuy it. Here is my reply.” 

NEUTRALIZED BY THE TARIFF. 

Mr. Herring uauded the reporter the docu: 
ment, of which the following is a copy: 

Nus. 2 and 4 Stoue Street, New York, March 20, 
1884,—My Dear sir: ihave your favor of the 18th, 
wi'h enciosu es as stated. I bave been to the shoais 
referred to, Properly improved they wouid afford 
. very argeamountof water power; they are loca- 
ted in as nealihy a county as | know of, and they 
could be utilized for cotton mills. They will 
doubtless be utiized for that purpose some of these 
duys; but the development iu tbis line has reach 
ed a point where the production of Cotton 
goods is fully equal to the demaudsof this country, 
to which Our tauff practically confines the sale of 
these goods. in every country in the world there 
are thousands of people who would gladly wke our 
heavy cotton goods, such as our southern miils 
vught to make at present—first. because they need 
them, and, second, because we can produce them 
better And cheaper tnan they can themselves, if we 
would ouly allow them to send us back in exchange 
such articles as we need and as tey 
can produce better and cheaper than we Can. 
Tais our tariff forbids by levyiug exhorbitant dua- 
tics on such goods. This isa serious impedimeut 
to our export trade—sto s€ricus that, wito ali the 
patura] advanteges of the south for the produciion 
of these goods, sue C:mu0 j:lwayefovercom{i:. To 
be able to buy where you sell, or, iu other 
words, to ex: change, promotes trade impensely. 
The more widely separated coumtfies are 
the more it promo'es it. Those 
countries that enjoy this privilege have great ad- 
vantage over those that Go not—greater than at 
first glance may appear. Everyone can see the 
advaulege of a duubie trausaciion, the evonomy of 
a busine-s which gives @ return a3 Well #8 au wUl- 
ward freight; but there are other aud far more 
potent i fluences in stimulariog wade, which 
wouid be disclosed upon the abulltion of our tariff 

l: is my firm couviction, after baving given the 
subject much consideratioa, that there is no part 
of tne worid whico possesses 8o Maay natural ads 
vautages for the mavufacture of heavy cotion 
goods as the southern «tates of this uniou, With 
free trade, which would give them‘ much cheape 
machinery and mauy other things 
that euter into the cost of proiuction, this busivess 
would admit of aimvst unlimited profiiavie ex- 
pansion, provided, ef course, hat the mils were 
judiciou-ly built aud intelligently havdied. Every 
advance in civilization would specially widen the 
market for their productions. 

. lf lteitsure of free trade in this country within 
“hree years, I would not hesitate to buy ibe prop 
erty referred to. With free trade I think it wou.d 
quickly quadruple in value, because there wouid 
be little ris iu uulizing it for cotton mills. But I 
would notinvest in vew cotton miils, or in shoals 
upou which to bui:d them, tow, because the de 
velopemenutin that line has’ nearly, if not quite 
reached the limi: to wnich itis restricted by Our tar 
iff Iu other words, 1 thing we are making as many 
goods as nis country needs. Our protective system 
ioterposes so many obstacles and hindrances to our 
reaching foreiga markets with our goods that our 
natural advantages over other couarrfes are well

WAGES AND PROTECTION. 


“Would the aboiiuon of the tariff sysiem | 


lessen the wages of the operatives in the 
southern milis?’’ the reporter asked. 

“Not one whit,” was ihe reply. “Upon 
the contrary, while the abolition of the pro- 
tective system would largely increase the 


purchasing powerof their wages, I believe 
their wages would advance. re factories 
would be built and. there would be a ter 
demand for operatives. After all, it isthelaw 
of swpply and demand that regulates prices in 
wages as in everything else. I believe the 
same would be trueof every self-sustaining 
industry in this country. Only those indus 
tries would be hurt by free trade which. 
through the protective system, levy taxes 
upon consumers to indemnify them for the 
losses they incur in producing thingy which 
others can produce cheaper and better than 
they can.’’ 

“Have not northern cotton spinners, then, 
profited by the tariff ?’’ 

‘A mistaken notion prevails among many 
peopte as to the effects of protection. They 
argue that because atone time the eastern 
mills fluurisbed under it, it mast now be 
good fer the iniant mills of the south. Bat 
you see the condition of the southern mills 
is entirely different from that of the eastern 
milis when they were first protected, Pro- 
tection gave New Envg'and manutacturers 
exclusively the markets of the entire union; 
but when the south 
upon this industry 
the field in the possession of 
grown rival, with ampie capital, skilled labor 
and great experience. Against this rival the 
nature of our government prevented the 
young and struggling southern mills from 
obtaining any protection. Their great nat- 
ural advantages however, enable! them to 
meet their rivals in every market in this 
country, aod in spite of the freest competi- 
tion to almost drive from the markets of the 
south and west the New England manufae- 
turers of coarse cotton goods, 

_ “But the great number of spindles put w 
mm the south in the last few years has ca 
the production of a greater amount of coarse 
cotton goods than the country can consume, 
The southern mills, therefore, have already 
beem compelled to look abroad for nfarkets, 
and they have sold their goods to China and 
have met England successfully in the neutral 
markets of the world. Free trade, therefore, 
means to them a reduction on their ma- 
ehinery and other things—that is a reduction 
on the cst of their goods—withouwt any 
increase of competition over what they are 
now ferced to encounter. Possibly a very 
short-lived benefit might have resulted if the 
mills of the south could have protected 
themselves against the sorthern mills and 
reserved for themselves.in the beginning the 
exclusive control of the southern markets, as 
nurthern milis originally succeeded in resery- 
ing for themselves the markets of the entire 
country.” 3 

NOBODY BENEFITED. 

‘Do protected indus:ries reaily get the fall 
benefits that are supposed to flow from pro- 
tection ?”’ 

‘They seldom get much benefit from the 
enbanced prices which it forces consumers 
to pay. Sometimes they do not getaay. If 
& duty of eighty per cent is laid on iron ties 
for bailing cotton to protect the American 
manufacturer against Eaglish or Belgian 
competition, and it costs him seventy-nine 
per cent more to make them, he is 
only profited one per cent by the 
operation; bat the consumer is im- 
poverished to the extent of eighty per cent. 
fhe seyenty-nine per cent is dead loss, doing 
no one any good. It is even worse than that. 
it has coniributed to divert labor and capi- 
tal from profitable to unprofitable empuioy- 
ment, All ‘protection’ in the sensein which 
it is used, whether great or small, involves 
more or less of this kind of waste and helps 
to misdirect labor and capital.” 

“I notice you always speak of the south 
making heavy cotton goods. Could they not 
make fine cotton goods there profitable?’ 

“Pernaps they could, and perhaps 
might make such goods afrer awaile, but the 
heavier the 
to the wants of trade—the greater the advan- 
tage of the south over other secti ms or coun+ 
tries that might compete with it in goods of 
that class. With free trade; which would 
give thema fair showing ia all the markets 
in the world, southern manufacturers could 
enormously increase their production of heavy 
cotton goods without reaching the limit 
at which the world would refuse to take them 
atremunoerative prices. I say this because I 
believe they can produce such goods cheaper 
than they can be produced elsewhere. The 
south hasan advantage over all others in 
cheaper raw material, and it is plainly to the 
advantage of southern manufacturers to use 
up all the raw material they can. It is more 
to their interest to put agiven ameunt of 
labor and capital into 10,000 bales of cotton 
than into 1,000,” 

EASTERN MILLS IN A GORNEE. 

we do you think of the eastern cotton 
miiis? 

‘‘Under the protective system I think the 
have drifted into a very ugly corner. I thin 
they have the capacity to produce considera- 
bly more goods than this country requires, 
They are at greater disadvantage in compet- 
ing: in foreign and neutral markets than our 
sguthern mills ure. Those of them that use 
chemicals and dyes which are taxed under 
our protective system are at a fatal disadvan- 
tage. It takes maximum production to get 
minimum cost. In other words those engaged 
in manufacturing must produce as much as 
they can with a given amountof labor and 
capital to produce it as cneaply as they can. 
Now, if they produce as much as they can, so 
as to produce as cheaply as possible, they 
produce too much for this country. Lf, on 
the other hand, they lessen their their pro- 
duction by ruoning short time, they iaocrease 
the cost of their goods, and perhaps in that 
way open the door to foreign competition in 
our home market in spite of the tariff.” 

‘‘Are your Opinions similar to those gener- 
ally held by manufacturers in the south?” 

“So far as | have heard any expressions— 
and | have heard from severai persons in Au- 
gusta—the views of leading cotton men do 
coincide with mine. Mr. Young, of Colum- 
bas, Georgia. the Nestor of southern cotton 
spinuing, has given his views recently ina 
very able letier published in the Heraid. He 
distincily said be would welcome free trade 
and every approach to it, and he thinks the 
southern cotton interest would be greatly 
benefitted by it. His opinion 1s entitled to 
great weight. No man, living or dead, has 
done more toward the intelligent and suc- 
cessful development of the cotton spinning 
interest in the south than he has.”’

The Augusta News eays that on an average about 

five per cent of money will balance the exchanges 

between the banks of acity, about 95 per centof the 

bankiog business being done by means of checks. 

The exchanges in Augusta each day amount to 
something between one hundred and three bun- 
dred thousand dollars, and this immense sum of 
money transported about the streets in checks and 
cash from one bank to another, and ofien froma 
bank to be returned almost immediately from an- 
other, is indeed very risky work. I: requires 
much useless time in moving money be 

tween all the banks and in  count- 
ingand recounting the same sums of money. 
When such large exchanges could be effected by 
a general balance with about fiye per ceutof the 
entire amount in cash and in much less time, the 
benefitand beauty of the clearing house system is 
manifest toevery one. Toillustrate still further, 
we will note the operations at the New York clear- 
ing house for Monday of this week, which are re- 
ported as follows: Exchanges, $116,818 240; bal- 
ances, $5.096 456. This immense exchange, with se 
smalla balance, it even less than five per Cent, 
and practically illustrates the blessing of a clearing 
house in a city where business would be hopelessly 
blocked without it and where tke danger 
of transporting money is much greater 
than here. To ‘illustrate rigot at home, 
Captain Coffin, cashier of the Natic: a, Exchange: 
favored the meeting last afternoon with a liltieex- 
perience, which might happen suy day, in which 
a transaciion occurred between his bank and two 
o thers in Augusta involving the handling of over 
$25,000. Bya little clearing house system of bis 
own, which Captain Coffin has been precticing on 
his ewn account, he simply micdc his trausfers of 
checks and the balance betwe: banks was 
made by the payment of less ‘hvu $10in cash 

Briefly then the cashiers and banks agreed te try 
the experiment of a clearing house in Augusta, be- 
ginning on next J uesday, the ist 
of April, by which the exchanees in 
checks and balances between all the 
banks will be made in the simplest method, at one 
place andina very much quicker time, The de 
tails of preparing the books of the association have 
been left with Cashier Chas. G. Goodrich of ihe 
Georgia Railroad bank, who formulated the plan 
before the meeting yesterday afternoon, aud they 
will be reported to the bank men next Monday af 

ternoon before the new plan is put into operation: 
Wonder the system adopted by the cashiers the 
banks will be numbered coming up town, begin: 
ning with the Georgia railroad bank as one, the 
National bank being two, the Commercial three 
the National Exchange four, the Bank 
of Augusta five and the *Jauters 
Loan aud Sayings six, each bank in the order tam- 
ed, toactasthe clearing house a month ata time, 
thus bringing the turn of each around twicea 
year, and equally dividing the lebor end the hon- 
ors of the clearing house. The work of keeping 
the books Will be very simple. and will be as noth- 
ing compared to the time. labor and risks of the 
old method ayoided. Theplan is eminently one 
ofconvenience and simplicity, andis highly and 
universally commended. Under the new 
clearing heuse method the runners 
or represeutatives of all the 
banks will meet each morningin April in the 
Georgia railroad bank, and after exchanging 
checks and making their balances with each other 
aud the clearing house, all of which can be done 
in ten minutes, they will return to their beadauar- 
ters With the cash balance or even with a check 
for the balance, which latter being absolutely 
safest would reduce the risk of collectors to zero, 
for the loss or robbery of such a 
check would be like waste paper to any 
but the bank itself, or the clearing house. In May 
the National bank will act as the clearing house,in 
June the Commercial will carry the clearing busi- 
nessand Mr. Crocker’s cash in July the National 
Excharge will clear for the city, in August the 
Bank of Augusia will hold the clearing house fort 
in spite of the warm weather, and in September the 
Piauters’ Loan and Savings bank will close the 
clearing house books for the half year and turn 
them over to No. 1 again for the second half of the 
clearing house year.

greater amount could not be profitably invested by 
citizens immediately interested in trade with the 
south tosecure a route of their own to Atianta. 
Ou the contrary, such an investment, it is held vy 
many svuthern writers of sound practical views, 
would promise substantial returus to the city trade 
generaily, as welias to individual ciiiz-ns who 
might have the enterprise and souiud busioess fore- 
Sight to take advantage of the opportunicy at pres 
entopentothem.

The Birmingham Iron Age tells the follow- 
ing story of how some Atlanta men failed to 
getasnug Alabama investment. It says: 

A declaration was filed yesterday in the of- 

fice of the probate judge for the incorporation 
of the Avondale land company, B. F. Roden. 
W, H. Morris and John B Roden incorpora- 
tors. The purposes of the company are de- 
clared, in substance, to be to buy, hold and 
sell real estate and personal property, and to 
encourage immigration, more particularly to 
attract setilersto the vicinity of Birming- 
ham. The capital stock is to be $150.000. 
The real purpose of the company is to build 
a kind of suburban town on the King lands 
near Birmingham. This property was bought 
for the company a few days ago for $75,000. 
Phe ground is to be laid off with streets and 
with a park in the center. The project con- 
templates alsothe extension of the street 
railroac to the settlement. The company 
hopes by these improvements to induce the 
mogt desirable class of Birmingham’s citizens 
to buy lots of them and build residences, 
_ There are about 650 acresin the tract. It 
joins the lands of the Sloss and Mary Pratt 
furnace companies and fronts about three 
quarters of a mile on the Georgia Pacitic rail- 
road. About 175 acres lie between the Louis- 
ville and Nashville, and Alabama Great 
Southern railroads, 

The property was sold by Mr. W. T. Smith 
for the Eureka iron company. 

Yesterday Messrs. I. W. Avery, W. §. 
Saul, E.G. Roberts, A. Campbel!, ‘T. A. Fri- 
erson, J. W. Jobuson and C. M. Gibbs, of At- 
Janta, arrived thinking they had bought the 
same lands. Abouta week ago negotiations 
were concluded between these gent:emen and 
Mr. Smith by atelegram from the latter to 
Mr. I rierson, accepting an coffer of $52,500 for 
the lands. Mr. Smith esked in his tele 
gram when Mr. Frierson would come to Bir- 
mingham toclose the trade. Mr. Frierson 
was away from home when the telegram 
came, and after afew days hisclerk replied in 
a letter expressing rather qualified satisfac- 
tion for his employer.

$200,000 WORTH OF ATLANTA 
PROPERTY INVOLVED. 


Some ofthe Stockholders of the Old Southern Rail- 
way Security Company Decide they Were 
Left in the Settlement of the Company's 
Affairs, acd Will Meke a Kick. 


A suit was filed in the superior court yes- 
terday involving the right toa vast tract of 
sub-urban property in therear of the second 
and third wards, now held by the Atlanta 
real estate company and valued all the way 
from two hundred to five hundred thousand 
dollars. 

The suit was filed by Judge Lochrane and 
Calhoun, Van Epps & King as attorneys for 
the Atlanta National bank, R. ©. Jackson, of 
Kroxville,Susan E, Coleman, of Khoxvill 
and Charles J. Martin, of ' ‘hattanooga, against 
the Atlanta Real Estate company, 
Henry 3B. Plant. of New York; 
William A Walters and Benja- 
tobbin B. 
Smith of New York, Richard T. Wilson, of 
New York, and E, W, Cole, of Nashville, 
he bill is brought by the plaintiffs to the 
suit for themselves and other stockholders in 
the Southern Railway Security company 
whichwas organized in Pennsylvaniain 1871 
and went to pieces about two or three years 
thereafter. 

This Southern Railway Security company 
Was organiz-d with nine million dollars capi- 
tal and as the name indicates invested in 
southern railway securities, In the course 
Olevcnuts the company became largely inter- 
es'ed is tne Air-Line railroad and with a 
view to |ocating buildings, tracks, etc., a pur- 
chase w-s made ofa large amountof prop- 
erty inthe neighborhood of the cemetery, 
aionpg the skirts of the city bv 
the end of McDonough street and 
at other points. This property was purchas- 
ed forthe company by Mr. H. Bb. Piant, and 
for reasons that were then considered satis- 
factory the deeds were all made out in Mr. 
Piant’s name, 

It is claimed in the bill that the company 
was wound up in avery peculiar and myste- 
rious way, all the stockholders not being no- 
tified of the intention to goto pieces. They 
Claim that the organization was swept from 
the face of the earth and that they never 
knew what became of the assets. This occur- 
red in 1873 or 1874. In the settlement Mr. 
Piant retained the Atianta real estate, hoid- 
ipg it asa set-off to certain claims that he 
held against the Security company. 

The property has since changed hands sey- 
eral times. About I1S77 Piant deeded 
it to Plant, Newcomer and Wal- 
ters as trustees, and they in 
turn deeded it to Robbin B. Smith, of New 
York, i was not recorded at the 
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That deed 
time it was made, namely 1881, and did not 
go on the record until December last, when 
the property wassold tothe Atlanta real 
estate company, the incorporators of which 
were H. B. Plant, R. T. Wilson, and E. W. 
Cole. ‘The last deed recorded, that of Smith 
to the real estate company, covers sixteen 
pages of the recordin the clerk’s office, and 
is the largest deed ever recorded in the office. 
[The property was bought during the years 
1871, 1872 and 1873, and has of course increas- 
ed in value very considerably since it was 
first purchased for the Security company. 

Itisclaimed by the plainufls in the suit 
that Plant did not secure the land fairly, and 
that they have been swindled out of their 
interest in the assets of the company. They 
also claim that the sales and transfers of the 
property were all sbam, and that no real 
sales have been mate. They urge that the fact 
that the Smith deed was not recorded until 
Smith sold the property shows that Smith did 
not in fact own the land, and claim that the 
whole settlement of the Security company’s 
affairs was simply acaseof ‘‘big fish eating 
up the little fish.”’

tainly business men who did not invest their 
money without thorough investigation and 
consideration of the matters before them. 

The leading stockholdérs composing the 
company are Mr. R. T. Wilson, a New York 
banker; Colonel E. W. Coie, of Nashville, 
and Mr. H. B. Piant,of New York,allot whom 
are wealthy gentlemen and self-made men.
